16. (Amended) A method of treating endothelial injury caused by mechanical 
damage, exposure to radiation, exposure to chemotherapeutic agents, inflammation, h eart 
disease or cancer in a subject, comprising administering an effective endothelial-protecting 
amount of erythropoietin to said subject in,,need of such treatment. 


Please add the following new claims. 

30. (New) A method according to claim 16, wherein said endothelial injury is 
caused by exposure to chemotherapeutic agents.
